WASHINGTON (UPI) — G e­ 
rald R. Ford returns tonight to 
the House of Representatives 
where he spent 25 years before 
catapulting to national office — 
this 
time 
as 
a 
President 
seeking unity and support from 
Congress and 
the 
American 
people. 
Administration officials said 
Ford’s speech, his first official 
address since succeeding Rich 
ard 
M. 
Nixon, 
as 
president 
F rid ay , would be a general 
overview of what Ford consid 
ered 
urgent 
domestic 
and 
foreign problems. 
It will be nationally televised 
at 9 p.m. EDT and is expected 
to run about 30 minutes, 
After only three days of the 
Ford administration, the atm os­ 
phere at the White House has 
changed noticeably from the 
Nixon years. 
“ It’s like somebody opened a 
window and let the sun shine 
in," said one longtime obser 
ver. 
There are no restrictions on 
press movements; and from the 
President on down, the staff 
h as been open and relaxed , 
with the White House grounds 
taking on the look of a college 
cam pus. 


Ford, who began his Sunday 
by attending a neighborhood, 
church in Alexandria, Va , and 
then hearing from Republican 
leaders 
about 
possible 
vice 
presidential! 
nominees, ended 
the day by swimming 18 laps in 
his backyard pool. 
He was to meet today with 
Alexander M. 
Haig, who 
is 
continuing as White House chief 
of staff, and Donald Rumsfeld, 
the U.S. am bassador to NATO. 
They

administrative transition. Ford 
also 
scheduled

meeting with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger.

Arabian E m bassy at Khartoum, capita! of Africa’s 
largest state, Sudan, and murdered two American and 
one Belgian diplomats. 
Eight Black Septem ber Palestinian com m andos were 
seized by Sudanese authorities. 
A few days ago, in a heavily guarded courtroom, they 
went on trial charged with m urder, illegal entry into the 
Sudan, illegal possession of arm s, and terrorism 
The Sudan is an authoritarian state. It is controlled by 
an arm y junta with a few civilian members. The head of 
state is Gen ,Ja a fa r .Muhammad al-Nimeiri, a tough 
military man who smashed a Communist-inspired arm y 
coup in 1971 and had the ring leaders shot. 
The Sudan long has been a target of Communist sub­ 
version, aimed at forcing the country into the Red orbit, 
because of its strategic situation in Africa and its ports on 
the Red Sea 
But Gen Nimeiri, a nationalist and key figure among 
the Arab powers, appears determined to keep his country 
independent of Red control His strong man government 
is dictatorial, but it is 
the kind of dictatorship that 
unlike the Communist brand — experience has shown 
does “ wither aw ay” once stability has been achieved and 
the seeds of elective, 
representative, 
constitutional 
government have fertile ground to grow in. 
The general seems to have a sharp sense of current 
American judicial custom, judging from his long delay in 
bringing the suspects to trial If the defendants are found 
guilty the execution of sentence could prove to be more 
typical of the old America than the new. In a word, swift.
